The other matters mentioned in the protocol as 
adopted are of secondary and incidental importance compared 
with this fact.

also furnishes a basis for future negotiations. 

At present the chief menace to any program which may 
grow out of the adoption of the Niagara Falls protocol is the 
capture of Zecatecas by Pancho Villa, with the aid of the Am- 
erican government. This success is so notable and of so ma- 
terial importance that it may easily take away any disposition 
on the part of the constitutionalists to discuss settlements with 
the federal government except on the battlefield. Much, how- 
ever, may depend upon the attitude taken by the American 
government. If it encourages Villa to keep on with his cam- 
paign, the negotioations between the representatives of Huerta 
and Carranza will probably amount to very little. But if it ts 
able and willing to put a curb on Villa, the negotiations may 
bring about for the immediate present a cessation of bloodshed, 
and for the future some permanent adjustment of the existing 

turmoil below the national border. From a humanitarian, we 

might add from a pacifist standpoint, it is quite clearly the duty 
of the American government to stop the warfare in Mexico as 
soon as possible. 

The fact that in the past its policy has resulted in an in-; 
crease of bloodshed rather emphasizes this present duty. If 
the administration in Washington had been able to understand 
that war between the federals and the rebels in Mexico is just 
as hideous a thing in its essence as war between the United 
States and Mexico would be, the history of the last few months 
might have been very different. It isa sad thing that the pacific 
W. J. Bryan, secretary of state, has been able to view war as an 
evil only when his country has seemed likely to become in- 
volved init. The United States lost a few marines at Vera Cruz 
and the country very properly honored them and mourned for 
them. The federal army and Villa’s army lost thousands at 
Torreon and Zacatecas because the American government 
made those battles possible. Are the dead at Torreon and 
Zacatecas any less dead than the dead at Vera Cruz? 

If the meeting between Mexican delegates announced to 
supplement the mediation conference actually takes place, 
Washington will have a great deal to do with its fate.
